aid that “the regulations of the 
ecretary of the Interior have no 
easonable relation to the 
iil of Congress” as expressed in 
he National Industrial Recovery 
Act. 
Judges T. M. Kennerly and J. C. 
Hutcheson supported the Texas 
4mmission’s order, but Judge Bry- 
dissented, stating that the com- 
mission, “instead of exercising pow- 
rs they have to prevent waste, 
hey have exercised those 
powers to effect an unauthorized 
end,” the keeping of 
exas’ oil production to the mini- 
mum arrived at under’an agree- 
ment of oil producing states. 

Issue Put Up to One Judge. 
The three Judges, as a single 
ourt, ruled that they did not have 
urisdiction on issues involved in 
he NRA and agreed to turn the 
matter over to Judge Bryant, who 
hen handed down his opinion. 
Judge Bryant ruled primarily 
hat the Amazon Refiging Co. and 
he Panama Refining Co. operat- 
in East Texas had not sub- 
ribed to the petroleum code “and 
re not engaged tin interstate com- 
merce’ —a movement which the pe- 
roleum code affected. 
“They are not subject to the 
pains and» penalties provided by 
he act for violation of such code 
because they are clearly not en- 
aged in any transaction in or ef- 
ecting interstate or foreign com- 
merce,’ Judge Bryant said. 
“Entertaining as I do the great- 
st misgivings, if not the ahsolute 
rtainty of conviction that this 
ovision of the code is invalid by 
son of its delegation to the ex- 
cutive of legislative authority,\yet 
onceding it for the purposes of the 
lecision to be valid, it is obvious 
hat the President and his agents 
n their rules and regulations could 
exercise no greater authority nor 
0 any greater extent than that 
hich was exercised by Congress 


“This is limited to the transpor- 
ation in interstate and foreign 
ommerce of petroleum and the 
Products thereof.” 

Decision’ of 8 Judges. 

The three-Judge court dénied an 
injunction sought by -the Amazon 
Refining Co. and six other plain- 
iffs attacking the Texas Commis- 
zion's order.

ROCKEFELLER CENTER MURAL 
OF LENIN IS DESTROYED 


Painting Dug From Wall by 
Workmen and Space 
Replastered.

NEW YORK, Feb. 12.—The mural 
painting containing a picture of 
Nicolai Lenin which the Commun- 
ist artist Diego Rivera painted on 
the walls of Rockefeller Center has 
been destroyed, officials of the Cen- 
ter said today. * 

In answer to queries. Rockefel- 
ler Center gave out thig brief state- 
ment: 

“The Rivera mural has been re- 

moved from the wall of the R. C. A 
Building and the space replastcred 
The removal involved destruction 
of the painting.” 
The work, which had aroused a 
storm of controversy and had been 
covered with burlap since the 
Rockefeller Center management 
discovered a likeness of the Ishe- 
vik leader in it, was dug from the 
wall Saturday night by workmen, 
under the supervision of officials. 

Rockefeller Center said Saturday 
night was chosen “for convenience” 
because there were few people in 
the building then and that there 
was no disorder.

Obviously annoyed by publication 
of the Lindbergh telegram before 
it was received by the President, 
Stephen Early, a secretary to the 
President, said: 

“Except when the senders of tele- 
grams or other communications act 
primarily for publicity purposes 
the common practice is to allow the 
President, when he is addressed by 
them, the courtesy of receiving ani 
| reading their commurications be- 
fore they are read by others than 
the persons addressed. 

“In this instance the giving out 
of a telegram which bears the name 
of Col. Charles A. Lindbergh by his 
attorney and legal adviser, Col. 
Henry Breckenridge, would indicate 
the message obviously was sent for 
publicity purposes—at least it was 
published before it was received by 
the President.” 

The Lindbergh telegram, . made 
public in New York last night by 
Breckenridge, was, found in the 
White House communications this 
morning. Roosevelt first read it in 
the newspapers. 

Lindbergh’s Protest. 

Col. Lindbergh, former air. mail 
flyer and present technical adviser 
to Transcontinental and Western 
Air Co., told the President’ in a tele- 
gram yesterday: “Your action does 
not discriminate betweén innocence 
and guilt, and places no premium 
on honest business.” 

Many conferences were arranged 
today between War, Commerce and 
Postoffice Department officials. 
With a new air mail map before 
them they sped plans to have the 
Army fly the mails within a week. 

It is expected the usual landing 
fields will be used by the Army 
planes where arrangements can be’ 
effected. No difficulty is expected 
by officials in making arrange- 
ments. 

Text of Lindbergh’s Telegram. 

The text of Col. Lindbergh’s tele- 
gram follows: 

Your action of yesterday af- 
fects fundamentally the industry 
to which I have devoted the last 
12 years of my life. Therefore, I 
respectfully present to you the 
following consideration: 

The personal and business lives 
of American citizens have been 
built up around the right of just 
trial before conviction. Your or- 
der of cancellation of all air mail 
contracts condemns the largest 
portion of our commercial avia- 

tion without just trial. 


The officers of a number of 
the organizations affected have 
not been given the opportunity of 
a hearing and improper acts by 
many companies affected have 
not been established. 

No one can rightfully object to 
drastic action being taken pro- 
vided the guilt implied is first 
established, but it is the right of 
any American individual or or- 
ganization to receive fair trial. 

Your present action does not 
discriminate between innocence 
and guilt, and places no premium 
on honest business. 


Americans have set their lives 
in building in this country the 
finest commercial] air lines in the 
world. The. United States today 
is in the lead in almost every 
branch of commer¢ial aviation. 

In America we have commer- 
cial aircraft, engines, equipment 
and air lines superior to those of 
any other country. The greatest 
part of this progress has been 
brought about through the air 
mail. Certainly most individuals 
in the industry believe that this 
development has been carried on 
in co-operation with the existing 
Government —nd according to law. 

If this is not the case, it seems 
the right of the industry and in 
keeping with American tradition 
that facts to the contrary be defi- 
nitely established. Unless these 
‘ facts leave no alternative, con- 
demnation of commercial aviation 
by. cancellation of all mail con- 
tracts and the use of the army 
on commercial air lines will un- 
necessarily and greatly damage 
all American aviation.

Chartered under the laws of the 
District of Columbia, the bank will 
have as directors representatives of 
the State Department, the Com- 
merce Department, the. Agricuiture 
Department, the Treasury and the 


RFC. : 
“The management set up will be 


completed in a few days and it is 
expected that considerable agricul- 
tural and other exports may soon 
be arranged,” Jones said. “Export- 
ers will be expected to participate 
in such credits as may be extended 
when and to the extent that it 
seems proper they should do so.” 
The bank, to be known as the Ex- 
port-Import Bank of Washington, 
will have general banking powers 
but unless otherwise ordered by the 
President will confine its operations 
solély to dealings with the Soviet 


Union or its agencies, The bank 
‘will have the power to inderse or 
guarantee all or part of such trans- 
actions: 

Additional capital will be supplied 
by sale of preferred stock to the 
RFC or by borrowing from the RFC 
or other banks. The initial cxyp‘tal 
will consist of $1,000,000 common 
stock provided from Public Works 
Administration funds and $10,500,- 
000 of preferred stock subscribed by 
the RFC. 

“Organization of the Export-Im- 
port Bank of Washington is being 
completed today,” Jones said. “The 
bank is chartered in the District 
of Columbia. The trustees of the 
bank named in the charter are 
Robert Kelley, representing tie De- 
partment of State; Secretary. Rop- 
er, representing the Department of 
Commerce; Chester Davis, repre- 
senting the Department of Agricul- 
ture; Stanley Reed, general counsel 
for the RFC; and Lynn P. Talley, 
assistant to the directors of the 
RFC and president of the Cammod- 
ity Credit Corporation. Tom K. 
Smith will be immediately adced to 
the board representing the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury.” 

Russia, it is understood here, is 
particularly anxious to buy a large 
amount of cotton. The exact num- 
ber of bales considered was not 
available today but in the past 
there has been a discussion of 500,- 
000. bales a possibility. 

Other products of mines and 
field are being considered and 
Jones said the question of assist- 
ance in exporting capital goods 
would be explored fufly.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12—Regu- 
lation of © commodity exchanges 
through extension of the Grain Fu- 
tures Act to all commodities and 
creation of a Cabinet commission 
to Hmit speculative trading was 
proposed to Congress today by Seo- 
retary of Agriculture Wallace. 

Chairman Fletcher of the —* 
Banking Committee made public 
digest of legislation submitted ts 
him by Wallace, with President 
Roosevelt’s approval, for regulation 
of the exchanges. 

At the same time Fletcher an- 
nounced his committee would open 
hearings Wednesday on the bill he 
and Chairman Rayburn of the 
House Interstate Commerce Com- 
mittee introduced last week. 

Fietcher said the stock exchange 
hearings would open with introduc- 
tion of evidence in connection with 
the operation of pools in alcohol 
stocks last summer and presente- 
tion of data on exchange practices 
collected by the committee from 
questionnaires sent to brokers. 

Wallace Proposes. 

Wallace submitted two bills tv 
Fletcher and Chairman Jones of 
the House Agriculture Committee 
with respect to commodity ex- 
changes, one to cover cotton ex- 
changes alone, and the other to in- 
clude all exchanges. 

They would provide for the li- 
censing of all commission merf- 
chants handling orders for custom- 
ers; outlaw bucket shops; and re- 
quire that margin money be treated 
as “trust funds” and not used for 
extension of credit to other cus- 
tomers. 

A commission, consisting of the 
Secretary of Agriculture, the Secre- 
tary of Commerce and the Attorney- 
General would be created to fix # 
limit on purely #peculative trading 
for long as well as for short ac 
counts. 

Suggestions in Detail. 

Wallace in submitting the bill to 
Congress outlined the following 
provisions: 

Modification of the Grain Fu- 
tures Act “so as to be readily ex- 
tended to any commodity” by sub- 

mitting the word “commodity” 
for “grain.” 

Addition of cotton to the com- 
modities under the Grain Futures 
Act, bringing in about 95 per cent 
of all future trading in all com- 
modities.

There has been strife between the 
Government and Socialists for some 
time as the result of Dollfuss de- 
sire for a united Austrian front and 
jealousies between political parties. 

The Socialists traditionally ' ave 
controlied the Government wf the 
City of Vienna while some of Doll- 
fuss’ strongest support has come 
from the Fascist Heimwehr, the 
military Fascist organization. 

Attention of the Austrian Govern- 
ment was shifted from the vexing 
Nazi question to Socialists last week 
when police said several thousand 
bombs were confiscated.

Dolifuss’ own party, the Chris- 
tian-Social party, had advocated a 
more conciliatory attitude towurd 
the~ Socialists. 

Socialists denounced Dollfuss ear- 
ly last year, alleging he had con- 
nived at the rearming of Hungary, 
the Socialist newspaper Arweiter- 
Zeitung exposing an Italian arms 
shipment into Austrian territery in 
violation of the St. Germain ‘reaty. 

Raids on Military Stores. 

Socialists controlled a majority of 
the vote in Vienna, so Dollfuss 
seized on a technical pretext to dis- 
solve the Pariiament in spite of the 
Socialists’ attempts to keep it in 
session. 

Then the Chancellor, arinoyed by 
the party’s actions, dissolved its 
private army, the Schutzbund, and 
started a nation-wide raid on its 
arms and ammunition supplies. 

The Heimwehr influence in Gov- 
ernmént grew, making the Sotiil- 
ists’ position more uneasy.

Executive Committee Action. 

As to the loans to directors and 
employes, the report states: 

“A meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Board was held on 
Sept. 30, 1930, at which were pres- 
ent Mr. Holmes (then president and 
chairman of that committee), J. H. 


‘Lapham, Albert Rockwell gnd W. 
$. S. Rogers (then vice-president). 


The following appears trom the 
minutes of that meeting: 

“"The matter of assisting employ- 
és who are in distress because of 
the stock market situation was dis 
cussed and W. S. 8S. Rogers, togeth- 
er with any other director who may 
be present and BE. M. Crone, were 
authorized to take such action as 
in their opinion was warranted and 
necessary to assist employes.’ 
“Many of the officers and em- 
ployes, including certain directors 
who were executive officers, were 
in debt to brokers, banks and oth- 
ers. The collateral was fast becom- 
ing insufficient. The collapse of 
values created distress, which, it 
was believed, was impairing the ef- 
ficiency of these officers and em- 


zation. 
“In the opinion of the present 
investigating committee, the Exec- 
utive Committee resolution should 
have béen reported to the Board of 
Directors in the usual course. How- 
ever, Mr. Holmes, the president, di- 
rected the secretary not to report 
it to the board. It was not so re- 
ported and, until the present com- 
mittee recently called attention 
thereto, seVeral directors at nu time 
had learned of the resolution or 
knew that the loans had been made. 
Loans to Holmes. 

“Numerous loans were made to 
officers and employes, including 
Mr. Holmes and certain vice-presi- 
dents who were directors. These 
loans Were secured by collateral, 
except an unsecured loan made to 
Mr. Holmes of $250,000 and several 
small salary advances. At one 
time, on July 1, 1932, the total loans 
aggregated $2,545,718.60. The loans 
remaining outstanding on Oct. 81, 
1938, had been reduced to §$2,363,- 
535.62. The collateral declined in 
value so that it was inadequate.” 
The investigating committee dis- 
approved of the whole transaction 
and last December requested the 
corporation’s board of directors to 
take immediate steps to eliminate 
the outstanding loans. 
The board met last Dec. 20 and 
adopted a regolution stating the 
board “must disapprove these loans 
and express its regret that the 
board was not consulted before 
they were made.” It instructed the 
management to formulate a plan 
for prompt liquidation of the 
loans. The committee reported that 
on Jan. 26 all had been paid except 
that to Holmes, which had been 
reduced. for 

The committee criticised other 
practices, among them the pay- 
ment of large bonuses to officers 
and directors. It recommended

The issue is how 
much of more than $150,000 pass- 
ing through Lazia’s account in 1929 
and 1930 was income. 

Walsh told the jury that Phil H. 
McCrory, a lieutenant of Democrat- 
ic Boss Tom J. Pendergast, and his 
associate in the wholesale liquor 
business, supplied Lazia with $12,- 
000 for part of his investment in 
the gambling casino. 

Inner workings of dog track fi- 
nancing were related on Edlund, 
the bank cashier, on the stand as 
a defense witness designed to show 
Lazia received no profit from the 
North Side track, 

Edlund, who said he handled 
the financing, related that in 1927 
three groups, each with a third 
interest, borrowed $10,000 to pur- 
chase land on which to erect the 
racing plant. One group was head- 
ed by Lazia, he said, and another 
by “Solly” Weisman, slain under- 
world character. In Lazia’s group, 
he continued, was Lazia’s father 
and Charles Carrolla. Carrolla, 
known as “Charley the Wop” exon- 
erated Lazia from blame in a pro- 
hibition violation case in 1931, tak- 
ing responsibility himself. 

The third group included George 
H. Partin of Memphis, he said, and 
J. A. Chambers of Houston, Tex. 
On cross-examination, Redlund said 
there was no signed partnership 
agreement. 

The track operated at a “terrific 
loss,” he testified, and in 1928 the 
Electric Holding Corporation of 
Chicago, composed largely of bank- 
rs, agreed to pay $20,000 for 40 
per cent operating interest and to 
pay $3000 annual rental for 10 
years for the land. This concern 
was interested in tracks at Colum- 
bus, O., Chicago and Cleveland. 
On cross examination, Edlund, 
was confronted with a transcript 
of testimony he gave during a pre- 
liminary inquiry by internal rev- 
enue agents, in contradiction to 
some of his statements today. 
The Government showed he pre- 
viously had testified Lazia owned 
stock in a motor company which 
he asserted today was not owned 
by him. He was unable to say why 
Chicago interests invested a total 
of $32,000 in a dog track that suf- 
fered a “terrific loss” the previous 
year. McCrory, the Pendergast 
lieutenant and business associate, 
then took the stand, as forecast by 
Walsh in his statement to the jury, 
and revealed he loaned Lazia a to- 
tal of $12,000 in 1929. 

McCrory revealed further he was 
the business associate of the late 
Booth Baughman, widely known 
operator of gambling establish- 
ments, in a warehouse, the Atlas 
rewing Co., and the Riverside 
ockey Club.

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Feb. 12.—

Miss Ralls testified that the lieu- 
tenant cursed her and dragged her 
from the car and attacked her 
despite her cries and struggles. 

The witness said she warned the 
army officer she would tell her 
brother and quoted him as reply- 
ing: “I’m not afraid. I’ve gotten 
away with this before. You'll 
so afraid of the publicity you won't 
do. anything about it.” 


After the alleged assault, sh 
testified, Lieut. Murrell said h 
“wasn't through with me yet.” She 
wept, she said, and he began caress- 
ing her. 

Miss Ralls was asked if “she had 
hai any intoxicating drinks during 
the evening, to which she replied:

Collins said the committee would 
probably eliminate the tax of 2 
cents a’ gallon on beer made in St.

City Counselor Hay, at the last 
hearing held by the committee, said 
the gallonage tax on heer made for 
local sale was a necessity, as a mat- 
ter of revenue.

There is sentiment in the com- 
mittee, Collins said, for fixing the 
annual license fee for places selling 
liquor by the drink at $300, the sume 
as the State license fee. The aimin- 
istration bill sets the city fee at 
$500. 

Proposals for a board of ap,*« als, 
to review license revocations of the 
Excise Commissioner, have im- 
pressed some of the committe fav- 
orably, Collins said. But there is a 
legal ¶ stion whether the city can 
establish such a board. The city 
charter, adopted in 1914, provided 
for the office of Excise Commission- 
er, whenever the State should per- 
mit such an office to be filled by 
the city.

Prosecution Swaps Hospital 
Records on Dr. Kennedy 
for Right to Look at 145 
Love Letters. .

GREENWOOD, Miss., Feb. 11.— 
State and defense in the murder 
trial of Dr. Sarah Ruth Dean today 
effected a trade on their evidence, 
the State swapping its hospital 
records dealing with the fatal ill- 
ness of Dr. John Preston Kennedy 
in exchange for the right to scan 


the 145 love letters which Dr. Ken- 
nedy wrote to Dr. Dean over a 
period of several year. 

Dr. Dean is charged with murder 
on the State allegation that she 
gave Dr. Kennedy a poisoned whis- 
ky highball last July. ‘ 

The defense had fought stubborn- 
ly in pre-trial hearings for the 
right to look over thé records from 
Baptist Hospital in Jackson, Miss., 
where Dr. Kennedy died, but was 
prevented from doing so by the 
Mississippi “privileged communica- 
tion” law. 


The State on the other hard had 
equal curiosity about what was in 
the 145 love letters which the de- 
fense identified through a State 
witness last week as having been 
written by Dr. Kennedy to Dr. 
Dean. 

Hospital Clerk on Stand. 

As the al entered its third 
week today, District Attorney Ar- 
thur Jodan placed on the stand 
Miss Ruth Stuckey, record clerk 
at Baptist Hospital, who held in 
her hand 45 pages of records deal- 
ing with Dr. Kennedy’s 10-day fatal 
iliness. The records were not im- 
mediately introduced as evidence, 
but were simply identified in court 
as authentic documents. 


As soon as they were thus iden- 
tified, the defense asked for per- 
mission to study them and the 
State quickly agreed. 

Dr. Dean, who had watched the 
proceedings with keen interest, im- 
mediately retired to a private room 
with her attorneys to look them 
over before they were placed in 
evidence. When she returned to 
the court room, the State asked and 
obtained permission of the defense 
to read the Kennedy love letters. 

“Were not these hospital records 
locked up Jan. 11 when the defense 
attempted unsuccessfully to obtain 
a court order to see them?” De- 
fense Attorney J. J. Breland asked 
Miss Stuckey. 

“Yes,” said the witness, adding 
that the records were shown, at the 
request of relatives, to an insur- 
ance man after Dr. Kennedy’s 
death. 

Miss Stuckey then identified a 
card file used in the Kennedy case, 
which was marked with Dr. Ken- 
nedy’s name and the notation “mer- 
cury poisoning.” 

Night Nurse Called. 

Miss Artie Mae Cates, Dr. Ken- 
nedy’s night nurse, was next called. 
She said she was called in on the 
case on the night of Aug. 1, 1933, 
and that “every medicine admin- 
istered to Dr. Kennedy was writ- 
ten on the chart.” 

When District Attorney Jordan 
asked her to read the chart to the 
jury, the defense asked for a fur- 
ther recess and a conference with 
the prosecution. It was granted. 

After the jury had been retired, 
the defense expigined it would not 
object to introduction of the hos- 
pital records if the State wou!d 
agree to put all the physicians 
who attended Dr. Kennedy on the 
stand for examination. 

“If these doctors are not placed 
on the stand, we object to admis- 
sion of the. records in evidence,” At- 


torney Breland told the Court.

Shooting Takes Place in 
Wealthy Victim’s Coupe 
at Crowded Street Inter 
section. | : 


OENVER, VER, Colo. io. Feb. 12.—Disap- 
pointed in love, Miss Anna E. Wen- 
delin, pretty blonde nurse, shot and 
killed Willis W. Case Jr., wealthy, 
retired business man of Denver and 
New York, and then killed herself 
late Saturday night. The shooting 
occurred as Case and Miss Wendelin 
drove in his coupe along a crowded 
downtown street. 

Miss Wendelin Saturday after- 
noon had driven 20 miles alone to 


license for herselt and Case. Six 
hours later the shooting took place, 
The unused license was found in the 
bosom of her dress. 

Friends said Cuse had courted 
the nurse for six or seven years, 
but that the only places they were 
seen in public were at movie thea- 
ters or in secluded corners of res 
taurants. She never was with him 
when he attended gay parties or 
other social diversions at fashion- 
able Denver homes. She was 3 
and he was 53 years old. 

Witnesses said Case's coupe had 
just started across a busy intersec- 
tiorr after waiting for a traffic light 
when a shot was heard. It was 
closely followed b, another. Case, 
who was driving, stopped the ‘car 
before he tumbled from the door at 
his side. 

A. J. Dunst had just parked his 
car at the curb as Case fell into 
his arms. Dunst dragged him into 
a nearby market. As he did so, 
three other shots were heard in the 
coupe and Miss Wendelin slumped 
forward. Une of the shots had 
missed Case but three struck Miss 
Wendelin. The wounds were in her 
arm, body and head. 

On the way to a hospital in an 
ambulance Case told Police Surgeon 
R. M. Campbell “she shot me.” Then 
he lapsed into \ unconsciousness, 
Miss Wendelin died without regain- 
ing consciousness. 

The 80-year-old parents of Miss 
Wendelin disclosed they had been 
attempting to break up the affair. 

“It’s the fifth girl Case hag 
fooled,” the father said. 

Case was born in Washington, D, 
C., and attended George Washing- 
ton, Ohio State and Alfred univer~

Mrs, Gus Schellenberg in Five 
Years Transformed Barren 
Plot Into Beauty Spot. 


Slowly, in five years of painstak- 
ing eare, Mrs. Gus Schellenberg has 
remade what was a barren plot of 
parched soil in a new subdivision 
into the eo — — 
den of the National Yard and 
den Contest. 

The award, in which Mrs. Schel- 
lenberg took first over hundreds of 
other amateurs ——— foe 
country, was announ today. Her 
garden was entered in a class 


where all work is done by the am- | 


ateur. First prize in the second 
class, where manual labor is hired, 
went to Mrs. Sam Jackson of Mem- 
phis, and in the estate class, to Mr, 
and Mrs. E. M. Boyle of Riverside, 
Cal. 

Nobody had touched a hand to 
the Schellenberg den except the 
Schellenbergs. Five years ago, 
when they moved into a new brick 
bungalow at 6432 Oleatha avenue, 
it was a typical new place in a sec- 
tion of irregularly spaced little 
brick houses on glaring new con- 
crete streets. 

An Uphill Task. 

Mrs. Schellenberg, with the as- 
sistance of her husband on the 
heavier tasks, set to work to make 
a home of it. “Yor a while it was 
an uphill job. At the end of the 
first year she deciaed she didn’t 
know enough about it. She laid in 
a stock of catalogues and hand- 
books, joined the Horticultural So- 
ciety and became an earnest 
listener at lectures on gardening. 

Green began to show on the 
lawn, vines stretched graceful ten- 
drils across the front of a garage, 
locust trees and some fast-growing 
Lombardies set up the beginnings 
of a screen at the ashpit. Schellen- 
berg helped out, became a bit of 
an expert on concrete work, lent a 
willing and soon deft hand with a 
miniature rockery. 

In 1931, “just for luck,” Mrs. 
Schellenberg decided to enter the 
amateur garden contest of St. Louis 
Horticultral Society. She was sur- 
prised to win third prize in a con- 
test of 54 amateur gardeners in all 
parts of St. Louis. The judges told 
her that she might have won an 
even higher award if her trees and 
shrubs had been fuller; three years 
was not long for them to reach ma- 
turity. 

So she tried again in 1932 and 
won second prize; again last year, 
and won first prize and the right 
to énter in the national contest. 

Successful With Bluegrass. 

Gallantly she had chosen blue- 
grass for her lawn, a lost cause for 
most lawns under the scorching St. 
Louis sun. But somehow, even 
with a plenitude of shade, it has 
survived. And that alone would 
merit some sort of prize. 

The whole lot is but 35 by 125 
feet, and the award was voted to 
Mrs. Schellenberg largely on the 
good taste with which she had pre- 
served a certain sense of freedom

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every harsh feature of the sort 
that makes new subdivisions often 
too, too new. 

Low shrubs soften the facade of 
the little house with a foliage bor- 
der marking the far edge of the

” said the report, written by 
Prof. Carl Shoup of the School of 
Business. 1 

The: investigation was financed 
by the Rockefeller Foundation and 
directed by Robert Murray Haig, 
MeVickar professor of political 
économy. The study embraced 27 
states, of which 18 have sales taxes. 

As a prelude to his report, Prof.

study with“ an unfavorable opinion” 
of the sales tax and that the results 
of the investigation caused him to 
favor it “even less than ore.” 
' The report stated that in actual 
m the tax yielded results 

quite different from thoss antici- 


pated. 

“Some of the difficulties predict- 
large ex- 
penges to taxpayers in complying 
with the law, have failed to de- 
velop in practice and the precon- 
ceived notions held by some, such 
as that’ the merchants can shift the 
tax completely to the consumer, are 
revealed as ill-founded.” 

. Out of interviews with about 30,- 
000 merchants and manufacturers 
in New York, Illinois and Michigan 
—with sales taxes of from 1 to 3 
per cent—the report stated that it 
was found a “surprisingly large 
share” of the 1 and 2 per cent re- 
tail sales taxes is not shifted to the 


feonsumer but absorbed by the mer- 


chants. The smal! merchant, it was 
found, has more difficulty in pass- 
ing on the tax than the large one. 

Georgia merchants pass on prac- 
tically no part of the tax, the re- 
port said, and Pennsylvania mer- 
chants very little. The 3 per cent 
rate in Michigan and North Caro- 
lina appeared to have been high 
enough to force shifting in most in- 
stances. , 

As to yield, the report said rev- 
anue had not. proven markedly dis- 
appointing, but “compared to total 
State and local revenues from the 
property tax, the sales tax yield is 
still a miner item even in those 
states with high rates or extensive 
taxes.” - 

Costs of administration vary 
widely, it was sald, with most states 
devoting 2 to 5 per cent of collec- 
tions to this purpose. 

In looking to the future, the re- 
port predicted the tax would re- 
main for “several years” in most 
of the states thus far adopting it. 
“On the whole, the forces against 
the sales tax seem to be gradually 
losing their potency,” the investi- 
gators found.

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REGULATION BILL 
GIVEN TO SENATE 


—— 


Outlined by President in 
‘Message Thursday. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—Sena- 
tor Costigan (Dem.), Colorado, to 
day introduced a bill to give the 
Secretary of Agriculture broad 
powers of regulatioon over the 
American sugar market, according 
to the policy announced Thursday 
by President Roosevelt. 

The Agricultural Adjustment Act 
would be further amended to ex- 
tend at the President’s discretion 
its provisions on sugar production 


to the Philippines, the Virgin Isl- 
ands, American Samoa, the Canal 


Zone, and the Island of Guam. The 


Secretary of Agriculture would be 
authorized to reserve funds ob- 
tained from the processing tax on 
sugar imported from these pos- 
sessions in a separate accuunt to be 
returned to them for use in obtain- 
ing adjustments in sugar produc- 
tion. 

The Secretary would be given 
the power to allocate importations 
of sugar among -processors and- 
handlers and to forbid the market- 
ing of sugar in excess of the quo- 
tas established for American beets 
and cane. 

He could also forbid the market- 
ing of sugar in excess of quotas 
equal to the production or the mar- 
ketings of sugar manufactured 
from beets or cane in Louisiana 
and Florida in any three years be- 
tween 1925 and 1933.

Violation of any order or regula- 
tion issued by the Secretary to car- 


airy out these provisions would be 


punishable by a fine of $5000 and 
imprisonment for three years and 
any person exceeding quotas fixed 
would be required to forfeit to the 
United States a sum equal to three 
times the value of such excess. 

Backers of the measure hold the 
domestic share in the sugar market 
would be changed very little and 
that rental and benefit payments 
to be made to producers in an 
acreage restriction program would 
give them higher returns than they 
have been receiving in previous 
years. 

The bill was referred to the 
Finance Committee. 

Meanwhile, a tariff differntial be- 
tween raw and refined sugar was 
urged at the White House by Rep- 
resentatives Mansfield and Thomp- 
son of Texas and Representative 
McDuffie of Alabama. 

They argued that American re 
finers were suffering from refined 
sugar imports from Cuba and sug- 
gested that the tariff on refined 
sugar be made higher than the im- 
port duty on raw sugar. 

The Costigan measure would 
amend the Agricultural Adjustment 
Act to make sugar beets and sugar 
cane basic commodities, provide for 
a processing tax on sugar to be de- 
termined by the Secretary of Agri- 
culture, establish quotas on sugar 
imports and domestic production,

Ward came here as a transient 
three years ago. He had been 
working on a stock farm owned by 
John Doak, a Coulterville bakery 
owner. Yesterday when Harley and 
Ray Smith, brothers, went to the 
Doak farm with supplies for Ward, 
he ordered them into the house at 
the point of a pistol. There he be- 
gan “preaching” to them, they said. 
After Ward had poured coal oil on 
a stove and assured the brothers 
that he would take them to heaven 
to be kings with him, they seized 
the first opportunity to elude him 
and dash from the house, leaving 
their automobile. They walked 


and informed Constable Dick Cross, 
who summoned Sheriff J. C. Knott 
from Chester. 

Meanwhile, Ward took two chil- 
dren of a Nezro neighbor and drove 
toward Coulterville in the Smiths’ 
car. It is thought the machine ran 
out of gasoline at a crossing. When 
Sheriff Knott, the Constable, the 
Sheriff's son and another Deputy, 
M. H. Palmer, saw him, Ward was 
walking along the railroad track. 
They shouted to him and he start- 
ed back to meet them, they said, 
flourishing a pistol. 

Without warning, Ward is said to 
have shot the Sheriff's son in the 
lower abdomen, and to have broken 
away. The other officers fired at 
the running man and he fell, shot 
twice through the body, once in a 
hip and twice through the legs.

REVERSED ON APPEAL 
U.- S. Appellate Bench Rein- 


states: Mrs. Winget’s 
Claim for Stock. 


The United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals, in an opinion today by 
Judge Gardner, reversed the Dis- 
trict Court at St. Paul in dismissing 
the suit of Mrs. Nell F. Winget <o 
recover from the receivers for the 
W. B. Foshay companies and from 
E. C. Warner, stock she asserted 
she transferred to them under du- 


ress. 

The opinion, reversing and re- 
manding the case for further pro 
ceedings, concurred in by Judges 
Woodrough and Booth, held that 
Foshay, now under sentence for us 
ing the mails to defraud in connec- 
tion with his companies’ stock sell- 
ing activities in Minneapolis, and 
Warner entered into a conspiracy. 
Mrs. Winget, the Appellate Court 
decided, did not learn of the con- 
spiracy until three years after the 
stock had been transferred, and 
filed suit within a month. 

The District Court has sustainec 
a demurrer alleging the statute of 
limitations had run and ‘the plain. 
tiff had been guilty of laches. 

Reviewing the evidence, the Court 
found that Mrs. Winget, as presi- 
dent and principal stockholder of 
the Kickernick Co., garment manu- 
facturing concern, had arranged 
with Warner to get credit up to 
$50,000 in 1922, paying not less thar 
$5000 a year. This was held to be 
usurious, voiding the contract. 

In December, 1924, the loans, then 
$90,000 were called without warning 
and Foshay agreed to finance the 
company by the sale of $90,000 in 
bonds for which he was to receive 
a 10 per cent commission. 

By intimidation, threats and du- 
ress, Mrs. Winget alleges, she was 
compelled to transfer 1250 shares 
of stock valued at $177,000 and that 
half the stock was transferred to 
Warner. Mrs. Winget was forced 
out of the company. 

It is charged that Foshay and 
Warner conspired “to create a con- 
dition of financial jeopardy” by en- 
couraging her to accept large loans 
for expansion.

Administrator Hugh 8S. Johnson 
made public a “model” state indus 
trial recovery act which has been 
submitted to Governors with a let- 
ter pointing out that NRA is 
“deeply interested” in the passage 
of measures for co-operation with 
the Federal Government and for 
elimination of conflicts. 

Just how far the proposal could 
be advanced this year is not clear. 
Few states have regular sessions 
of Legislatures this year. 

Thus far 12 states have enacted 
NRA co-operative  liegislation— 
New York, New Jergey, Virginia, 
Ohio, Texas, California, Utah, Col- 
orado, Wisconsin, Kansas, Massa- 
chusetts and Washington. West 
Virginia was listed by NRA as 
having such a bill through its 
House and pending before the Sen- 
ate.

The terms of the applicable code 
shall have the force of state law. 

Violations by employers, whether 
engaged in interstate commerce or 
not, shall be subject to a $500 state 
fine for each day of violation. 

Firms complying with codes shall 
be exempt from provisions of state 
anti-trust laws or any court decrees 
issued under them. 

State, county and municipal pur- 
chasing shall be limited to those 
who comply with the codes. 


Goal of 36-Hour Week.

TRIAL OF 28 ON ESPIONAGE 
CHARGE OPENS IN FINLAND

tary espionage ring, including an

Mary Louise Martin, who pos 
sessed a Canadian passport, is the 
central figure of the trial. The 
prosecution claimed that Jacobson 
was her chief lieutenant, and that 
they worked under the direction of 
agents of Soviet Russia. 

Jacobson’s wife, who was arrest- 
ed with him, was released in No- 
vember, after three weeks in cus 
today. She was absolved by the 
authorities of any connection with 
the case.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12. — After 
declining for two successive months, 
the cost of living for wage earn- 


ers turned up again in J: nuary, in- 
creasing three-tenths of 1 per,cent 
over December, according to fig- 
ures released by the National In- 
dustrial Gonference Board. 

The purchasing value of the wage 
earner’s dollar, computed with the 
average for the year 1923 as 100. 
was 129 cents in January, 1934 as 
against 129.4 cents in December and 
139.9 cents last April. 

Food prices rose four-tenths of 1 
per cent in January ‘as compared 
with December. The January aver- 
age is 10.9 per cent above the fig- 
ure for January, 1933, but 31.9 per 
cent below the January, 1929. level. 

Rents declined two-tenths of 1 
per cent in January and are 5.6 
per cent lower than in the preced- 
irg January and 31.8 per cent below 
the January, 1929, level. 


Clothing prices showed a decline 
of only one-tenth of 1 per cent from 
figure. The average has risen 23.5 
per cent in the past year, but re- 
mains 22.2 per cent lower than in 
January five years ago. 

Thea cost of sundries increased 
four-tenths of 1 per cent in Jan- 
uary, due to higher prices of house 
furnishings and tobacco. Compared 
with January, 1933, there was in 
increase of 1.3 per cent and .com- 
pared with January, 1929, a decline 
of 7.9 per cent. 

The Conference Board estimates 
that the wage earners dollar is 
spent as tollows: Food, 33 cents; 
housing, 20 cents; clothine, 12 
cents; fuel and light, 5 cents, and 
sundries, 30 cents.

1. Building new housing on vacant lots 
would not be slum clearance. We would 
stili have our slums and, in addition, 
would bring into the slum areas a higher- 
income group of tenants. Tearing Gown 
old buliidings and building new ones on 
the basis of unit for unit doesp't mean 
tearing down a house and rebuilding one 
in its place, but it does mean rebuilding 
entire neighborhoods, thus creating a new 
atmosphere. If this plan is accomplished.

availabie for 8500 persons where formerly

2. To maintain rentals in the new 
buildings that will approximate the ex- 
isting rentals is extremely difficult. But 
they can be made to conform fairly close- 
ly. Our ewn City Pian Commission uas 
them within about 18 per cent. And if 
the Government will agree to amortize 
only the buildings, thus assuming thut 
the ground will be of similar value «ut 
the end of 30 years as it is now, the dif- 
ference can be reduced to approximate! 
15 per cent. Maybe some new ideas wil! 
develop to make the figurés closer. 1. 
for one, think the Government is paying 
or will pay too much for this property. 
Perhaps the existing streets and some of 
the utilities can be used in the new plans 
to lower construction costs. 

3 I don’t think we need worry about 
an over-supply of housing at all. The 
main issue is to remove present blighted 
areas, and we can’t go it by building on 
vacant lots. Therefore, I repeat that -e 
must rebuild unit for unit. 

4. The three-story row type of construc- 
tion, two rooms deep, is certainly not a 
large type of building when compared 
with Knickerbocker Village, which will 
consist of two 12-story apartment build- 
ings. The New York structure carries a 
rental of $11 per month per room, com- 
pared with $6.65, quoting from our »wn 
City Plan Commission. 

5. I'll leave the tax question open -or 
discussion. It is obviously impossible to 
clear out all slum areas at this time. Let 
the Government grant or give a little 
more toward constructing the property 
and then collect the taxes as usual. It 
doesn’t make much difference. It's an 
investment in the slums in one way or 
another, and I think would keep peace 
‘among property owners, or should I say 
mortgage holders?

Butchery in Germany.

eventually provide for compulsory unemployment !n- 
surance throughout the United States. : 

The dill Goes not propose the establishment of a 
Federal insurance system, since it is not likely that 
such a system could be set up within present consti- 
tutional imitations. — 

It does, however, supply a strong incentive to the 
enactment of unemployment insurance laws by the 
several states. The device by which this would be 
Gone is a tax on payrolls. Employers making con- 
tributions to insurance funds under state laws which 
met certain minimum standards would not have to 
pay the Federal tax. Employers in states lacking 
guch laws would not enjoy this exemption. 

Enactment of a state unemployment insurance law, 
therefore, would cost the state’s employers nothing. 
It would merely diminish the revenue which the Fed- 
eral Government derived from the tax on payrolls. 
The plan removes what is now the chief obstacie 
to the enactment of state insurance laws. This is 
the belief that they would increase the cost of pro- 
duction in the factories of the state and thus handi- 
cap their owners in competing with producers else- 
where in the sale of their goods. 

It took courage for Wisconsin to enatt an insur- 
ance law in the absence of similar legisiation in. 
other states. As yet, no other commonwealth has 
possessed sufficient courage to follow her example. | 
The Federal tax which is now proposed, by making 
costs uniform throughout the country, would remove 
this fear. The drtve for the enactihent of state in- 
surance laws would thereby be immeasurably stim- 
ulated. ; 

The particular device proposed in the Wagner- 
Lewis bill is new. The principle behind it is not. 
The Federai Government has, on many occasi 
encouraged the states to enact legislation which the 
United States itself has ao constitutional authority 
to enact. There is in the Federal estate tax law an 
80 per cent credit clause which makes it unprofitable 
for any state tc abolish inheritance taxation and op- 
erates to establish a rough uniformity of state inher- 
itance tax rates. 

The Federal Government, through subventions 
grahted to the states, has stimulated state highway 
construction, vocational education and rehabilitation, 
forest fire prevention, flood control, agricultural ex- 
tension work, support of ‘agricultural colleges and ex- 
periment stations and establishment of state employ- 
ment agencies. Each of thesé’ meaeures has been ef- 
fective in promoting a desirable increase in the social 
services of government on a higher-plane of effi- 
ciency. The present bill merely proposes the exten- 
sion of this principle into a new field. 

By such devices, the Federal Government is spared 
the necessity of entering fields which it has no con- 
stitutional authority to enter. State autonomy is 
preserved. But the obstacle to progressive legisie- 
tion which inberes in the existence of 48 separate 
state governments is removed. The plan has the 
additional merit of permitting a wide diversity in 
details of operatian among the several states. Each 
state, under the Wagner-Lewis bill, would be able to 
adopt the particular form of unemployment insur- 
ance which seemed most suited to its own conditions. 
Opportunity would thus be given for experimentation 
with a number of different insurance measures. The 
resulting diversity of experience should contribute to 
the eventua) strengthening of the whole insurance 
system. : 

The insecurity of labor is all too plainly to be sten. 
The need of reducing the burden of relief, preserving 
consumer purchasing power and smoothing out the 
fluctuations of the industrial cycle is beyond argu- 
ment. It is only through insurance that these ob- 
jectives are to be attained. Such insurance, under 
our form of government, must be established by the 
governments of the several states. But the states 
will not soon provide it unless the obstacle of com- 
petitive cost advantage is removed through Federal 
action. The Wagner-Lewis bill provides a practicable 
plan by which this may be accomplished. 
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100 MILES OF TREES FOR ST. LOUIS. 

Succeeding generations of St. Louisans, who will 
know about the CWA only from their history books, 
still will have a visible memento of that great enter- 
prise. Tree-lined streets, almost 100 miles of them, now 
are in the making, thanks to a timely collaboration 
of CWA workers and city planning. For an old city, 
many parts of St. Louis are surprisingly barren of 
trees. The program now under way will sive ver 
dant beauty and cooling shade to many streets where 
they are now sadly lacking. 

The planting of these 17,000 trees is being done at 
a very low cost to the city. The labor of the 230 


men, of course, is paid from St. Louis’ share in CWA. 


funds. The trees have been bought for $11,000, an 
exceedingly moderate price. If done by the city alone, 
this improvement would ‘have cost at least $25,000, 
City Forester Baumann estimates, and might not 
have been accomplished for years. 

The CCC program is working miracles ir the forest 
resources Of Missouri's rural] districts. Now the CWA 
joins the work in bringing trees to its major city. It 
is a work that will yield permanent assets, if the 
new trees are properly cared for, while providing 
needed employment. , 
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WHEN DEMOCRACY ISN'T DEMOCRATIC. 

It is gratifying to know that the House Foreign 
Affairs Committee has approved a bill, retroactive to 
July 15 last, to provide relief for membérs of the 
American foreign service, whose shocking plight was 
disclosed by Assistant Secretary of State Carr. The 
conditions which the revaluation of the dollar, fol- 
lowing pay cuts, has visited on the diplomatic and 
consular ranks are intolerable, and no self-respecting 
government could permit them to continue for long. 
Under the bill, such employes will be paid on a slid- 
ing salary scale, designed to keep their compensation 
at one level despite currency fluctuations.

OUR VARIED LIQUOR LAWS. 

A surefire best-seller might be produced by some 
traveler cndowed with the scientific spirit who set 
out to drink his way around the Union, and reported 
faithfully the variations in liquor laws he found in 
this era of experiments in control. In his search 
for sources of supply, he would encounter state liquor 
stores, saloons, physicians, drug stores and bootleg- 
gers. Some states, including Missouri, Montana, 
Ohio and New York, would require him to sit at a 
table while drinking. Beer may be served across a 
bar in Pennsylvania, but the seats thereat must be 
fastened to the floor, while places selling both beer 
and hard liquors must serve them at tables. 

Many states require liquor dispensaries to be open 
to public view, but our traveler, reaching Buffalo, 
N. Y. would find the bartender mixing drinks be- 
hind a screen. Arriving in Arkansas, he would see 
wine and brandy being manufactured, but not on sale, 
and beyond his reach, unless he settled in that State 
and became a grape grower, which would entitle him 


he could buy liquor by the drink in some establish- 
ments and by the bottle in others, but would be un- 
able to supply present and future needs in the same 
place. He would have to consult a doctor in Wyom- 
ing, where prescriptions, on which there is no limit, 
provide the only sesame to legal liquor. |

Failed: in Quest for English 
“Derby Honors—Heir to Sew- 
ing Machine Fortune. 


By the Associated Press. 

TORQUAY, England, Feb. 12.— 
Washington Singer,, an American 
who inherited a fortune from the 
sale of sewing machines, died here 
yesterday at the age of 68. 

For years a resident of England, 
Mr. Singer was one of the first 
Americans ever elected to the ex- 
clusive English Jockey Club. ‘ His 
horses often raced in the Grand 
National and his Kwannon in 1924 
captured the great Metropolitan 
Stakes. 


In 1917 he was charged by the 
British Government with conspira- 


taxes but was acquitted: 


He was one of the 21 children of 
Isaac Merritt Singer, founder of 
the modern sewing machine indus 
try. He was born in Yonkers, N. 
Y., but was naturalized as a British 
subject in 1902. 


His failure to raise a Derby win- 
ner may go down in English sports 
history with Sir Thomas Lipton’s 
quest of the America’s Cup. In the 
1932 Derby, his horse Orwell was 
such a heavy favorite that the odds 
| were down to 2 té 1, one of the 
lowést prices on record at Epsom 
Downs. 


As Mr. Singer lay ill at Torquay 
he heard that Orwell, winner of the 
Two Thousand Guineas a month 
before, finished ninth in the field 
of 18. Singer virtually retired from 
racing a month later. 


His Challacombe .won the _ St. 
Leger in 1905 and then collapsed a 
week before the Derby. Others of 
his horses—Lucky Tor, Link Boy, 
Plantago and Lightning Artist—all 
failed to win the coveted race. In 
1926 his Lancegaye was leading 
down the home stretch, but 10 yards 
from the finish Lord Woolaving- 
ton’s Coronach pulled ahead and 


won by a nose.

He is trying to mak» 
his stake so he can retire and en- 
joy his home. He is looking for- 
ward to independence, and when he 


| becomes independent he thinks he 


will get acquainted with the chil- 
dren. But independence never 
comes, and instead habits of busi- 
ness slavery or gathering goat 
ifeathers become well established to 
the complete relegation of home du- 
ties to secondary consideration.” 


There are extreme cases, Donnell 
said, in which fathers become so 
deeply emeshed in outside affairs 
that they may properly be said to 
have deserted their homes. More 
often, he thought, father was en- 
titled to a pat on the back for sac- 
rificing his own desires for the pub- 
lic welfare. 

“The man or woman,” he said, 
who aids in the upbuilding of busi- 
ness or professional standards, who 
works for the advancement of 
schools, who Jabors to stimulate the 
abservance of fraternal and pa- 
triotic ideals, who serves in great 
charitable efforts such as the Unit- 
ed Relief Campaign, who strives for 
the spiritual development of his 
community—such a citizen, even 
though these endeavors necessitate 
the sacrifice of a portion of home 
companionship, does not usually de- 


serve to be branded as having de- 
serted his home.”

securities, but the bonds are not to 
be considered in any way ‘guaran- 
teed’ by the Federal Emergency 
Administrator of Public Works, the 
United States or any agency of the 
Federal Government.” 

Some of Proposals Included. 
The finance division of the Pub- 
lic Works Administration will un- 
dertake marketing of the bonds. 

The identity of the first bonds to 
be offered, along with the time for 
submitting and opening bids and 
conditions of sale, “will be an- 
nounced when determined.” 

Propositions against which bonds 
have been issued include water- 
works, extensions to water sys- 
tems, sewer systems, toll bridges, 
street paving, public buildings and 
other municipal facilities, some of 
which are self-liquidating and oth- 
ers backed by the general obliga- 
tion bonds of the borrower. 

Observers expect the bond sales 

to have little bearing on possible 
administration moves to urge Con- 
gress to provide more funds for 
public works. 
At present the Public Works Ad- 
ministration does not hold an ap- 
preciable quantity of bonds, but 
more and more will be acquired as 
purchase contracts are fulfilled.

What contract did 
was to bring into being a different 
type of expert—a tawering finan- 
cial genius, a man who could never 
be accused of unobtrusiveness. 
While the expert of yore was wilil- 
ing to let the public regard his fa- 
vorite pastime as a “take-it-or-leave- 
it” matter, the new bridge master 
made it exceedingly difficult for 
some to take bridge and virtually 
impossible for them to leave it. He 
impressed upon a believing public 
the notion that the person who 
couldn't play a good game of con- 
tract was socially maladjusted, 
mentally inferior and even doomed 
to business failure. 


S bridge increased in popular- 
A ity it also became more expen- 
sive. The market was glutted 
with bridge trinkets: gadgets for 
marking the position of the next 
deal, table covers with trick valua- 
tions written on them, and finally 
an electric shuffler, eliminating the 
short but annoying waits between 
deals. But it was for the written 
and spoken word of the expert that 
the contract-learning public paid 
and péeid and paid. Here we run 
into the chief commodity of the 
bridge industrialist —the contract 
bidding system. Going on the sure- 
fire assumption that the public can 
be convinced of almost anything 
upon sufficient and vociferous repe- 
tition, the expert pictured his sys- 
tem, christened by his name, as be- 
ing the only royal road to winning. 
And how could one become familiar 
with the nuances of these wonder- 
working methods? Only by listen- 
ing to the expert’s own lectures, by 
taking lessons from his registered, 
licensed teacher, who paid him, in 
turn, a yearly stipend, and by read- 
ing bridge volumes signed by him- 
self but generally written by ghosts. 
The manuals of the new bridge 
experts went out from the_ put- 
lishing houses in carload lots. They 
sold as no other books had since 
th~ days of the great popularity of 
Harold Bell Wright. As the sales 
increased it was recognized that no 
subject of such tremendous propor- 
tions could be treated. properly in 
one volume. Thick books on end- 
plays, voluminous tomes on the 
squeeze, lengthy treatises on distri- 
bution, were ground out for an 
eager army of bridge readers. 

The man who really sold the 
idea of bridge systems to the 
American public was Mr. Ely 
Culbertson. A promoter of no mean 
skill, he saw the possibilities of 
contract when everybody else was 
playing auction. He set out to 
create a big noise in the interest 
of his new found product. He had

HEN there was John Gilbert. 
Tack, his rich contract having 
expired without his being able 
to win back his old popularity, 
seemed to have settled down into 


the first peace that had marked@ 


his mercurial life. He had given 
up thoughts of acting and was on 
the Fox lot quietly preparing him- 
self for the work of direction. 
Hollywood knows he has the qual- 
ities that should make a good di- 
rector. \ 

His ptivate life also was more 
serene. He had married Vifginia 
Bruce and there was a youngster 
at home cooing in the crib.

This is not an effort to make him 
seem the ideal marryiig type.

Answer: According to best social 
usage it is not in good taste to 
speak of one’s husband as “Mr. 
Jones,” or of one’s daughter as 
“Miss” to anyone who may be con- 
sidered a social equal. In best so. 
ciety a wife who would speak of 
her daughter as “Miss” or her hus 
band as “Mister” would be consid. 
ered almost as discourteous to the 
person spoken to as is signing a let 
ter “Mrs. Jones” without any paren- 
thesis. It is not that one is likely 
to believe rudeness is intended, but 
one naturally excuses it as the be- 
havior of some one who knows no 
better. But if one’s daughter has 
a different name, the name can be 
said with a pause between, which 
makes in effect a parenthesis, “My 
daughter, Mildred” .. . (then in ex- 
planation) “Mrs. John Brown;" 
“My sister ... Mrs. Lake.” The old- 
er the person the less marked the 
parenthesis need be. 


Dear Mrs. Post: You advise 
simple “How do you do” as the 
proper response to an introduction. 
It seems to me that this would be 
less of an inanity if we added “Mr, 
Smith” or “Mrs. Brown,” unless sev- 
eral people are being introduced, 
when the repetition of names would 
be rather awkward. 

Answer: You are quite right. 
When you are introduced to one 
person you do usually say “How do 
you do, Mrs. Brown”—especially if 
Mrs. Brown is some one you have 
heard about and are giad to meet. 
But when introduced to a room full 
of strangers you say simply “How 
d’you do” for the reason that you 
have given.
